GUESSING AT FARM PROFITS 


The Department of Agriculture finds that the wage of the 
fanner, always low, has l>een far below normal since 1920. At 
that time the return on all capital invested in farming was esti­ 
mated at 6.2 per cent. 
A year later it reached the vanishing 
point. Last year it came back to 3.1 per cent. 
These findings bear out in a general way the impression that 
American Deming has been in a slump for four years, but is slow­ 
ly recovering. 
As a m atter of fact, figures of this kind cannot 
be taken as much more than a painstaking guess. 
There is no 
calling that is *o difficult to appraise by the usual bookkeeping 
methods as farming. The farmhouse is a home as well as a busi­ 
ness office. The work that the farmer does cannot be appraised 
as can the day s work of another man. His day’s work makes his 
farm a better farm and has a cumulative value from year to year. 
Rarely are the foodstuffs grown and consumed on the farm 
taken into account in these “agricultural valuations.’’ Nor is house 
rental or its equivalent considered as an offset, 
lf the farmer 
paid much attention to these elaborate figurings or took them at 
face value he would have been frightened off the farm a genera­ 
tion ago.—Public Ledger.
